no doubt it is, may be classed as one of the most 
atrocious in ite perpetration, and the most re- 
markable in the ‘manner of its discovery.

and his arms aud legs, has rarely been equaled. 
There are but a few parallel cases, and those 
have been regarded as a curious phase of crime, 
and in some instances bave induced many inge-

| that u really showed an esthetic 
refinement in ciime, an acute conscionsnéss of 
the guilt, which expended itself in the 
mutilation of the victum. The cremating of the 
body of Dr. Parkman has been cited as a case of 
this character. The fiendish hacking, teariug, and 
cutting done by a mother in the West Division of 
the body of her new-born babe might also be 
cited as a phase of this mental condition. But 
psychological speculations in reference to the 
present murder are extremely idle and pre- 
posterous.

Yesterday morning, at the convening of the 
South Bide Police Court, the room was crowded 
with idle spectators who were drawn thither out 
of curiosity to see the prisoner, the news of 
che arrest having baba er over the aity 
and the event of the finding of the headless and 
mutilated body, long forgotten, was vividly 
brought to mind. At the hour of 12 o’clock, the 
old man was brought into sourt. By this time 
many prominent citizens were present, aud great 
excitement was created by the crowd, who surged 
inside the bar in front of the court, in their 
eagerness to obtain a sight at the accused, so 
that Capt. Buckley was compelled to order the 
officer in attendance to clear the piace. 

When the prisoner entered the dock, and the 
Clerk of the Court read the charge with which 
the prisover stood accused, the scenc was trul 
a sad one. The spectacle of an old man 72 
years old, confronted and charged by his own 
soa of the fearful and terrible crime of murder 
isan unusual one. To the charge the prisoner 
with a ghastly smile pleaded not guilty. The 
son was called upon to make his statemen 
which he did, and which was substantially tha 
as related to Capt. Buckley. During the testi-

His face became livid, and his bleared eyes roved 
from side to side, At intervals he would raise 
bis hands with an exclamation of surprise min- 
gied with sorrow, aod again with in- 
dignation, at the evidence being given 
by the witness.

At the close of the testimony of the single 
witness, Capt. Buckley requested a continuance 
till Tuesday, March 2, on the grounds that 
further time was needed in which to eather up 
the incidents coonected with the tragen of four 
years ago. The request was «ranted, and the 
prisoner committed without bail. The son was 
also held without bail as a witness,

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THE DUPLICATE TAX SYSTEM. 

As an illustration of the manner in which 
the business of assessment and tax-collection 
in this city and county is conducted, we in- 
vite the attention of the public to an enor- 
mous abuse, The tax-list of Cook County 
includes all the lands and lots in the city and 
county; each piece uf land and each lot, and 
subdivision of both, is set forth separately, 
and described particularly, with the owner's 
mame, When known. In addition is the as- 
sessment of personal property, stocks, cred- 
its, ships, vessels, horses, mules, carriages, 
wagons, pianos, stocks of merchandise, 
&., 40. The city list is the same in all 
things except that it is confined to these 
descriptions of property within the city. But 
the city list contains, in addition, separate 
enumerations of much of the real estate 
for street improvements; of more for 
water tax, of more for lamp posts, more for 
@ewerage connections, and for all the varie- 
ties of special assessment. The combined 
city list is therefore generally as long as that 
of the city and county list. How many per- 
bons are there who know how many times 
these lists have to be copied every year in the 
erdinary routine ef collecting the taxes? 
Let us try and enumerate them,—frst for 
the county : 

1. The Assessors copy into their books for 
1876 tha list of 1874. : 

. They return a list of all the property, 
with such additions as they make, to the 


. The County Collector makes return lists 
of the property sold for taxes, etc. 

8. The Clerk certifies to the State Auditor 
a list of property forfeited to the State. 

In a@iition, separate lists, through all 
these proceedings, are made of the property 
subject to past taxes. So much for the 
county. Now for the city : 

1, The Assessor copies the previous year's 
aasessment books.

If this consolidation of the city and State 
machinery for the assessment and collection 
of taxes be accomplished, there will be a re- 
duction of one-half the tax · lists now required, 
and a saving of cash outlay of over $100,000. 
But the consolidation would accomplish more 
than this: it would lead to the prompter pay- 
ment of taxes; it would lead to the abolition 
of the useless offices of Town Collectors in the 
city, and, the assessment and collection of 
taxes being simplified, the number of books 
and duplicate lists would be still further re- 
duced. 

But against this wholesome reform, against 
this reduction of expenses, and this simplifi- 
cation of tax-collection, the whole army of 
city officials are arrayed, and now have their 
representatives at Springfield demanding that 
the duplicate system be maintained, and thus

THE LINCOLN MONUMENT. 
A suit has been begun in Florence, Italy, 
which bids fair to settle the vexed question 
of the truth of Lanxm G. Mzan’s claim to 
be the sculptor of the Lincoln Monument so 
recently erected at Springfield. The plain- 
tiff isa naturalized American citizen, Tom- 
Maso GAA, a former agent of Map, 
who now sues him, according to the report 
given by the Florentine press, for money paid 
by him (Gagliardi) to the Italians who, he 
alleges, designed, modeled, and executed the 
Lincoln Monument for which Mzap now 
claims credit. The plaintiff tells the following 
story: He was engaged by Map to hire Ital- 
ians to draw the designs for the Monument. He 
did so. Two men—Passaciu and Bon 
were engaged. In the two designs for the 
monument of Lincoln, he (Mzap) did not even 
sharpen the pencil.” These designs received 
the prize of $1,000, and Map, as their 
nominal author, was chosen to exceute them. 
He paid Passactm and Borpo $30 apiece, 
and so cleared $940 om this first step in 
the speculation. These two subordinates 
the monument, working on it for 
day-wages, and it was finally sent to Spring- 
field, and dedicated there with pomp and 
ceremony,—as the work of Lanzm G. Mzan! 
It must be remembered that this is a wholly 
ez-parte statement, made by a man who 
thinks, or pretends to think, that Map has 
cheated him. Still, Gant has been as- 
sociated with Map for some years. He 
crossed the ecean four times within three 
months in Mun service, and it was he

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THE HERO OF ITALY. 

We have all of us known one or two char- 
acters whose simplicity and goodness have 
conquered an unalloyed admiration : not that 
they were perfect ; mot that they did not have 
flaws that would have been condemned in 
others; but because there, was a frankness, 
or a benevolence, or a hopefulness, or some 
other wholly admirable quality that absorbed 
all imperfections and smoothed over all de- 
fects. Perhaps it was a face alone which, in a 
passing glance, impressed us with a confidence 
in the perfect goodness of the possessor. Per- 
haps it was the momentary surroundings that 
produced a sweet serenity never afterwards 
disturbed. uni may have been personal 
friendship, maternal leve, religious devo- 
tion, or any other pure, earnest, and 
absorbing characteristic that left the 
single impress of unadulterated sweet- 
ness of character. This exquisite sen- 
timent of admiration that individuals all 
too rarely have occasion to feel is akin to the 
enthusiasm with which the whole people of 
Italy greet Ganrmitprt whenever circum- 
stance brings him out of his retreat an the 
Island of Caprera. We can only liken the 
reception he found in Rome a few weeks ago 
to this exceptional personal feeling we 
sometimes accord an acquaintance or 
friend. It is an unreasoning, though not an’ 
unreasonable, devotion. It does not rest 
upon any analytical estimate of his services 
to the State. It is not because he is without 
fault or weakness, but because the fault lies 
with the intellect, and not with the heart, 
whieh they know is always in the right place. 
Ganreatpr is loved by the Italian people. 
They revere the memory of Cavour, respect 
the strong character of Vicron Emanvxt, 
their King, but they regard Ganrnalt with 
that pure affection which we cannot describe, 
but have tried to liken to a sentiment that 
has been felt in almost every individual ex- 

GaRrBaLpi was called to Rome from his re- 
tirement by a majority of votes given him in 
that city for the position of Deputy in the 
Italian Parliament. The vote was not a 
gauge of his popularity, but rather this pop- 
ularity was sufficient to overcome the delib- 
erate judgment which would otherwise have 
voted him unfit for legislative functions. 
But when he reached Rome, all deliberation 
was at an end, and there was that absorbing 
enthusiasm at his presence which flashed like 
an electric spark from peasant to King. The 
people made no effort to restrain it. They 
came in from all the country round to see 
him, clambered up at the sides and on top of 
his carriage to catch a glimpse of the hero's 
face. Theinfection did not escape Parlia- 
ment itself, and his political oppo- 
nents as well as his political friends 
joined in the applause which greeted 
his presence in the Chamber. Such personal 
attachment was probably never manifested 
toward any man by a great mass of people, 
unless it was toward Lamartinm during the 
brief hold he had on the popular heart of 
France during the Revolution of 1848. It is

would never have brought Italy to the peace-. 


ful condition of a united people under a con- 
stitutional monarchy, but it was he who cre- 
ated Italian patriotism, and laid out the 
paths which oooler-brained men, like Cavour, 
followed to a constitutional destiny. Gant- 
paupt has always been content with leading 
to great events; he has scrupulously fore- 
gone the honors of this final achievement. 
He has never sought public place. He 
promptly refused the handsome subscription 
which the people recently made him, though 
his services and his poverty would have war- 
ranted his acceptance thereof. When the 
crowds gathered about him in Rome he told 
them simply that he was pleased to see them, 
and then asked them to go home and to be 
‘‘ orderly and good.” The good of the peo- 
ple is what he has always aimed at, and he 
has believed it to be synonymous with liberty. 
He starts the lead and leaves to others the 
practical working of it. With all his fail- 
ures, his mistaken zeal, and his speculative 
politics, there is something so grand in his 
simple-minded, heroic, and self-sacrificing de- 
votion to Freedom that there is nothing to 
wonder at in the universal affection the 
Italian people feel for him. 
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HAZEN ON THE WAR-PATH. 

Attacking the Northern Pacific at present 
is something like butchering a dead man. 
Still, it ia well to guard against any danger of 
aresurrection. Gen. Hazen probably thought 
this when he supplemented his striking arti- 
cle in the last North American with a pam- 
phlet on Our Barren Lands,” a review of 
which we find in the last Nation. His es- 
pecial object is to refute Gen. CusTzr’s at- 
tempted refutation of his previous state- 
ments. He seems to do so pretty effect- 
ually. He brings forward the proofs, already 
so familiar to our readers, that the region 
between the 100th meridian and the Sierra 
Nevada range, and from our northern bound- 
ary to Mexico, is emphatically a barren 
land,” Drought and grasshoppers rav- 
age it. Save under the most exceptional 
circumstances, crops can be produced only 
by eonstant irrigation, and the necessary 
amount of water exists only in a few cases.

Hazen speaks from an experience of twenty- 
five years. The widows, orphans, and 
trustees, who invested in Northern Pacific 
bonds, because the Independent and other 
religious papers told them to do so, will 
be interested in the passage in which Gen.

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STEAM-POWER ON CANALS. 

In 1871, the State of New York offered a 
prize to the inventor of the best method of 
propelling canal-boats by steam. There were 
several competitors. Each of chem was re- 
quired to eonstruct a boat and equip it on 
his patent. During 1873, competitive trials 
were held under the superintendence of a 
Commission of Engineers. This Commission 
reported in favor of the boat William Bax- 
ter,” invented and constructed by a practical 
engineer of that name. The Legislature ac- 
cordingly voted $85,000 to Bax run, on con- 
dition that he should put seven of his boats 
on the Erie Canal before the close of naviga- 
tion in 1874. It also granted smaller sums to 
two other men on similar conditions, The in- 
ventions of the latter have not amounted to 
much, but BAxrin's boats have been a great 
success. Eleven of them were plying on the 
Erie Canal before the close of navigation last 
fall. One of the other prize-getters has built 
his boats on the Baxter plan, thus admitting 
ite superiority. During 1874, the average 
round trip from Buffalo to New York and 
back was, by the ordinary boats, thirty-three 
days, and by the Baxter boats fifteen to 
sixteen days, or Wes than half-time. The 
cost of the round trip by the latter was only 
$230.50. Only 12 tons of coal were used! 
This amount is so astonishingly small that en- 
gineers have doubted the accuracy of the 
calculation ; but its truth is proved by the 
books of the Baxter Company.

THE GAMBLERS AND THE COURTS. 

Judge Wri14Mms has achieved a partial suc- 
cess in his recent test of strength between 
the law and the gamblers, which only needs 
to be followed up by himself and the other 
Judges who succeed in turn to the charge of 
the Criminal Oourt in order to bring the 
gambling fraternity in Chicago to grief. The 
new rule in the Criminal Court which permits 
each Judge to preside there three months, in- 
stead of one month as formerly, is likely to 
assist in the good work. Judge Wu1iams 
has still another month in the Criminal 
Court after the present one, and by that 
time he will have waged the crusade so 
far that his successor, it is to be hoped, will 
take it up where he shall leavqit, and proceed 
in the same direction. Condtent “* worri- 
ment will weaken the organized strength of 
the blacklegs and terrify the natural 
allies they find in the policemen, the saloon- 
keepers, the owners of the buildings rented 
to them, the unscrupulous Justices and Con- 
stables, the political bummers who count 
upon their assistance to practice frauds at 
elections, and the vicious and dangerous 
classes generally who flock to their support 
with false oaths, alibis, certificates of char- 
acter, etc. We believe that Judge WIILAAus 
has demonstrated that the Courts, with the 
vigilant co-operation of the State’s Attorney 
and the Grand Jury, can supply the willful 
deficiencies of the Police Commissioners and 
police officers, and bring low the insolent bra- 
vado and shameless publicity that gambling 
has assumed in this city under the rule of 
the so-called People’s party. 

We fancy that Judge Wit11Ms will not be 
badgered at any future trial by certificates of 
discharge from Justices, obtained with a direct 
view to defeating the application of the State 
law in a higher Court. The Justices must all 
be familiar with the fact by this time that this 
is a disreputable and dangerous business 
for them to go into, and that they will do it, 
not only at the peril of popular indignation, 
but at the more direct danger of a judicial 
investigation. We think, too, that it will be 
generally understood to be a dangerous pro- 
ceeding to testify to one thing before a Grand 
Jury and to the opposite before the Court 
when the indictment is tried. The hackman 
who has been held for perjury should be 
prosecuted vigilantly ; his convictien on this 
charge will do mare to drive off the alliance 
of the class to which he belongs, and which 
the gamblers find so useful for swearing pur- 
poses, than any other incident of the trial. 

Mm McDonatp, too, seems to have been 
caught in the toils with which Judge WII 
rams has surrounded his ease. This Mo- 
Dona is notoriously the chief of the 
disreputable and vicious classus in this city, 
and has openly defied the authorities, who, 
as he believes, are unable to penetrate the 
barriers he has so , riously built up about 
him. He isa well-k..own gambler; has been 
guilty af various assaults with deadly weap- 
ons; once lay in jail several months on the 
charge of inducing a young man to rob his 
employers ; has been indicted over and over 
again; and is the head and front of the ring 
of gamblers, roughs, and thieves who infest 
the city, Judge WILLAaus caught him in a 
trap, however, amd there is a pretty 
case of perjury against him, and the Ju. 
promptly bound him over to answer this 
charge. If MA MoDonaxp can be sent to 
the Penitentiary for perjury, it is perhaps a 
better and quicker way of disposing of him 
than by the tedious prosecution for gam- 
bling. . 

Judge Wri12aMs, in this whole matter, has 
set a worthy example, which every one of the 
Judges ambitious for popular respect: and 
gratitude should be eager to follow. In deal- 
ing with the blacklegs, the Judges and public 
officials have to do with a class ef persons 
who are entitled to no sympathy from them 
or the public. In their cases the law may be 
stretched for the public good without invelv- 
ing any evil consequences. Whether they 
are convicted for gambling, punished for per- 
jury, worn out with incessant prosecution, or 
driven gut of the city by public indignation, 
it is all thé same. We are in favor of any 
process which will rid the city of «the social 
pest made up from gamblers and their nat- 
ural associates, adherents, and dependents.

Great Britain has just 
now engaged in the criminal trial of one 
of the native rulers in India, and the 
case has received especial interest from the 
fact that the accused officer has sent to En- 
gland for one of the most distinguished law- 
yers to defend him ; and thus the trial promi- 
ses to bé more than a mere local affair. The 
accused official is Gaikwar of Baroda. At

These spasmodic 
changes of freight rates can only result in 
equally spasmodic changes im stocks and 
prices, and will prove disastrous. As the two 
roads must eventually agree upon some com- 
promise, it will be better for them and for 
the whole business public to settle as soon as 
possible upon some steady tariff. The com- 
petition as now conducted is an exhausting 
one, and damaging to general business.

CALVIN—A NEW PICTURE 


One of the most painful experiences of the 
unbiased student of history is to discover his 
heroes—the heroes of his earlier years—under 
searching investigation. an investigation which 
seeks for fact and truth and nothing more, turn 
out very commonplace if not very repulsive 
characters. And yet this is an experience which 
the bold criticiam of modern writers is making 
more frequent every day. It may be that, in the 
proper sense of the word, Calvin is a hero to 
very few. To many, however, he is dear as one 
of the fathers of the Reformation. It is doubtful 
whether even these will long point to his life as 
on the. whole a laudable one ; or excuse the dark 
traits in his character for the sake of the cause 
in which he was, and doubtless honestly, en- 
gaged. Oalvin’s life has not yet been written. 
Lives of him there are of course in 
abundance ; put penned either by strong parti- 
sans or strong opponents of the Reformation, 
they are disfigured by the prejudices of their 
respective authors. A correct picture of 
him we may not expect until «a 
writer who cares as little for Protestantism as 
for Catholicism shall weigh his deeds in the im- 
partial scale of criticiem. Alreadya contribu- 
tion has been made to his future biography by 6 
dineiple of the celebrated Prof. Schlosser, Dr. 
Galiffe, of Geneva, in a series of works published 
by bim. But a few copies of these monographs, 
devoted to the history of trials which took place 
in Geneva, and in which Calvin figured largely, 
a vo been published. Mr. Eugene Peschier, a 
German literateur, bas published a series ef ar- 
ticles on Prof. Galiffe’s works, in a Leipsic 
journal, reviewing hia facts and conclusions. 
They are full of historical interest. Neither 
Galiffe nor Peschier can deny or seems disposed 
to deny that Calvin was endowed with immense 
ability. His erudition as a theologian, his great- 
ness asactatesman, his iron energy and un- 
bending will, are facts that qannot be gainsayed. 
But bere all praise of the man must end, if 
Prof. Galiffe states facts; and that he does we 
are forced to believe, since he has had access to 
the original records of the trials he describes, 
end refers to them to substantiate his asser- 
tions. l 

It was im 1536 that Calvin came to Geneva. 
Hitherto he had only been known as 6 writer. 
Faul wished to keep him there; and assured him 
he would be accursed if he should seek his own 
will instead of God's and leave it. He deter- 
mined to stay at Geneva. For the first time the 
consciousness of himself and his powers took 
full possession of him. He was carried away by 
the dream of a mighty theocracy. No man ever 
believed more firmly that he was directly influ- 
enced by the Divine Spirit than did Calvin. He 
easily persuaded himself that his and God's will 
were identical, and never doubted his own infal- 
libility in the interpretation of the Scripture. 
Calvin's arrival in Geneva was an eventful day 
for the city. It became thenceforth Calvin's city 
and the “ Protestant He endeavored to 
impress himself it; to make it a reflex of 
himself. It was to become the theocratic city of 
the world. God alone was there toreign. A party 
arose to oppose the transfdrmation. It was 
called the national party, and resisted Calvin's 
yoke most strenuously. Hence the origin of the 
long conflict between him and it. But even 
before this contest arose Calvin had given evi- 
dence of the gigantic intolerance and eruelty 
which afterwards, a Galiffe shows, characterized 
him.’ A short time previous to his coming into 
Geneva, the Government had thought of tender- 


a libelous attack on a French 

man. Calvin admitted thet the handwriting 
was not Gruet’s. To satisfy himself, how- 
ever, he ordered Gruet’s papers to be 
searched and brought to him. Nothing 
could be discovered to implicate the gc- 
cused. Spite of this, Calvin had him tortured 
every morning and evening to force bim to con- 
fess. On the margin of one of Calvin’s books 
against the Anabaptiste Gruet had written : 
“pore folly.” Calvin puklioly declared in writ- 
ing that that was sufficient to warrant Gruet’s 
burning alive. The outline of an address which 
Gruet had intended to deliver to the people, 
urging them to the reformation of certain 
abuses, wae foundin his possession. Nothing 
objectionable was discovered in the matter 
of the address; but he was ac 
cused of an attempt at sedition 
for the simple reason that he contemplated do- 
livering it to the public. Calvin ordered that 
Gruet should be tortured till the truth was 


wrung from him. Tired of suffering, he asked 


to be put to death. His prayer was granted; he 
was decapitated and his corpse hung on a gibbet. 

The trial of Perrin brings out into bold relief 
some of Calvin's peculiarities. A man of the 
name of Maigret, a French fugitive, spite of his 
ostensible persecution, carried on a secret corre- 
spondence with one of the heads of the party from 
whose intolerance he gave out he had fied. It 
was his intention to betray Geneva to France. 
To keep all suspicion from resting on himself, he 
denounced a highly estimable Genevan, Amied 
Perrin, and accused him of harboring the inten- 
tion, which was nobody’s but his own. He tore a 
sentence out of one of Perrin letters, mutil- 
ated it, and used it aga weapon against him, 
which it was not hard to do, since the extract was 
entirely separated from the context. Both Per- 
rin and Maigret went to jail,—the former asa 
prisoner, the latter, according to the custom of 
the time, as a witness, and ae a pledge of the truth 
of his accusation. All Perrin's friends were ex- 
cluded from the Ooungeil which tried such of- 
fenses, while Maigret himself was allowed to sit 
in it. It affords an insight into the character of 
the justice of the day to see Perrin seated in his 
moist, gloomy cell, deprived of air and light, 
while his accuser, Maigret, has quarters at the 
former Episcopal palace, Keeps open house, in- 
vites the Judge to meet him, who reads to 
him all the questions he intends to 
put to the witpess at the trial! . The 
Berne Deputies, to whom Perrin applied 
for protection, discovered the treasonable de- 
signs of Maigret and the complete innocence of 
Perrin. Spite of this, however, the following 
sentence was pronounced upon him: For the 
suspicion of conspiracy which haa rested on 
him, Perrin shall be deprived of his office as 
Counsellor, of all civil rights; he shali pay the 
costs of the prosecution, and all his goods ahall 
be confiseated ; he shall be expelled the city, and 
shal] demand pardon for his arrogance, anger, 
and threats, and interruptions, on bis knees bo- 
fore the Council.” Thetreatment of Perrin created 
a great deal of ill-fecling among the people 
against Calvin. They called him Cain. Yet Per- 
rim's sentence was not carried out. Calvin, fear- 
ing his influence, instituted a comedy of recon- 
ciliation between himself and Perrin. The latter 
was required to promise that he would harbor 
no ill-feeling toward any one for the treatment 
he had received. 

Oalvin’s intolerance was carried inte the 
smallest details of life sometimes. Thus, he 
issued an edict requiring parents to give their 
children no name which «ould not be 
found in the Bible. His adherents went so far 
as to call their children Sabbath, Grave, Concep- 
tion, etc. He forbade family reunions, national 
plays, ete.; some say, from religious motives, 
some that he might annihilate the national ele- 
ment in Geneva. It was te accomplish this end 
that be had recourse to his coup detai of May, 
1555. Great quantities of arms were introduced 
into the town, and, together with munitions 
of war, distributed among the principal adhe- 
rents of Calvin throughout the city. Two 
men of the national party, the broth- 
ers Camparet, were attacked by a crowd 
of Frenchmen with haiberds. They defended 
themselves with ewords. A medley ensued > 
and one person on each side was wounded. The 
brothers Camparet were imprisoned. The 
Syndics appeared a short time after before the 
Council and demanded that Perrin, mentioned 
above, should, together with the majority of the 
national party, be imprisoned. Perrin had helped 
to raise the baton of one of the Syndics 
without, however, taking it out of his 
hand, because the holder was of too 
diminvtive stature to display it. He 
was subsequently accnsed of having torn it from 
the grasp of the official, and, what is stranger 
still, bis offense was extended to the whole of 
the national party. He. was accused of high 
treason, and all legal counse! denied him. Cal- 
vin ordered that the suspected sccomplices 
should be tortured in order to compel them to 
criminate their principals. After four weeks of 
unceasing torture, evidence enough of the guilt 
of some was extracted from the sufferers to war- 
rant the execution of four fathers of families 
and the quartering of two more. One of them, 
while standing on the scaffold, accused Calvin, 
Viret, and Faul of having come to him in prison, 
and, by promises of pardon, enticed him to erim- 
inate innocent men. He retracted all he had 
said under the torture. 

Francis Danie] Berthelier, the younger son of 
the martyr of the name, was accused of crime, 
too, againet the State, but nothing could be dis- 
covered against him. What Prof. Galiffe bas 
to say of Calvin’s course towards him beggars 
belief. He confided te him an honorable mis- 
sion: “This was,” says Galiffe, only a ruse 
to entice back his elder brothers by 
the appearance ef the absence of 
all danger do them As soon a 
Berthelier returned he was imprisoned, ac- 
cused of high treason, for having defended him- 
self with a stone againet the sword of a citizen ; 
and for having helped the Camparet brothers 


ber of executions averaging 300 per year. 

Such is the picture drawn by Galiffe of Cal- 
vin’s seign. It ie not a pleasant one; but, 
unless the archives of Geneva lie, and the 
records of the trials which took place 
there during Calvin's time, it isa true one. Pes- 


in advance of his time. The cowardly command- 
er who turns his back to escape the enemy’s fire, 
says Peschier, falls under the lash of public 
opinion ; and, asks he, shall we have only words 
of praise for the man who assumes to restore 
Christianity to ita primitive form, but who treads 
the doctrines and the love of Christianity under 
his feet? 

Bonnivard, Byron’s {prisoner of Chillon, who, 
by the way, was no martyr at all, but a devoted 
adherent of Calvin, was the first, we are told, to 
give to the world the false picture of Calvin 
which historical criticism is destroying. He wrote 
a work on the earlier and later policy of Geneva 
“swarming with lies”—so much so that even 
those in whose interests it was written were 
compelled to disown it. The manuscript lay au- 
published for years in the archives of Geneva 
until, one day, a historian gave it to the light, 
and with it, currency toa false account of Ga- 
vm's times. Michsel Roset, a second advocate 
of Calvin, undertook to correct the errors of his 
predecessor. He was allowed access to the ar- 
chives and all others were prohibited trom in- 
specting them. Roset was, we are told, a very 
unreliable writer,—a man who had proved him- 
self a perjurer before the courts of his country 
in order to deprive a fellow-creature of his life. 
Galiffle has been unmerciful ; and if as he as- 
sures us the facts are what he states them to be, 
he was warranted in being so. 

Calvin's labors in Geneva have not been 
permanent, however permanently he may have 
impressed himself on some portions of humani- 
ty. The Canton of Geneva has to-day an Ultra- 
montane majority; and the city but a smal) ma 
jority in favor of the National Church ; but even 
these are not Calvinistic m their tendencies. 
Galiffe and Peschier might, however, have said 
something in extenuation of Calvin's deeds. 
True, he was as intolerant as Torquemada; but 
who in his age was not? It was not the intol- 
erance of the Roman Church that gave birth to 
the Reformation. It was the desire to 
eliminate from Christianity what the Reform- 
ers considered the excrescences which had grown 
upon it in the course of ages. 


Of all the Reformers, Calvin was the only one 


who had any direct Influence on political ideas. 
He had been educated a lawyer as well as a the- 
ologian ; and this had no little influence in mak- 
ing him the kind of statesman he was. He was 
the Dictator in the Republic; a Pope in the Re- 
formed Church, He has often been compared 
with Gregory VIL, and those most competent to 


judge find the parallel not an inapt ene. Im- 


mente ability he doubtless had. When 
only in his Ast year he wrote the 
greatest of his works, “The Institutes 
of the Christian Religion.” Judged from the 
point of view from which men in our day view 
things, he may be condemned for having made 
the confession of faith which he had formulated 
the fundamental law of the Republic he goy- 
erned, and for excluding from the rights of cité- 
zenship all those who refused to acceptit. Hie 
desire to enforce the moral law by the machinery 
of government was unwise and unpractical; 
but it was part ef and parcel of himseif to en- 
force it. Even when à boy we are told he was 
the moral sensor of all around him. But his 
morality was too intolerant to be long enforced. 
Au his political doctrines were based on the 
teachings of the Old Testament. The Mosaic 
law was the pattern of his. Hence he sent 
women who did not dress according to his stand- 
ard of decency to jail. Card-players were pu; 
to the pillory and the cards hung around their 
necks, Men who had failed in business were 
carried on am ase’s back through the streets, 
their faces turned away from the auimal's head. 
Blasphemy was punished with death. 

We are scareely prepared to believe, with 
the writers above named, that Calvin was 
guided in his treatment of his opponents by 
envy, We prefer the view of him, advocated 
by one of the most eminent jurists of Germany, 
Prof, Bluntschli: If Calvin is to be judged 
by the standard of the law and thought which 
obtained in his day among theologians and 
jurists, his treatment of Servetus must be justi- 
fied. ‘Yhey do him injustice who ascribe low 
motives to his acts, and say that jealousy caused 
him to persecute his fellow-citizens. It was 
the devotion to his own belief, of which 
his whole being was full, that urgea 
him to it. When, on the other hand, this act is 
judged by the higher standard of human thought 
or of Christian morals, it appears a great crime, 
a dark blot upon his soul. Nor is this stain 
washed out by the memory of the numerons ex- 
ecutions of heretics by Catholics. On the con- 
trary, it appears all the darker in the compari- 
son; forthe Reformed Church had confidence 
in the right interpretation of Scripture, and in 
the revelation of the Spirit to those who honest- 
ly seek it, out loose from the ancient authority 
of the Church, and should not have taken away 
a man’s life because he had attained 
to a faith after sincere endeavor to 
find the truth, different from its 
authority. Posterity will look at Calvin from this 
point of view, and Calvin cannot excuse himself 
by appealing to the narrowness of the age in 
which he lived, for he was 6 man and a Christian 
so highly gifted, that sincere and serious in- 
vestigation would have taught him a higher 
justice. His act is a great historical warning 
against theological intolerancéj—e warning, too, 
against the danger of allowing theologians to 
rule the State.”

A PERILOUS ADVENTURE: 


One ef the Most Remarttable Escapes 
from Death eon Record. 

A ship some time ago arrived at Bristol, after 
a succesful Pacific whaling voyage. Time was 
when thousands of vessels tracked the great sea 
monsters in search of oil, but the discoveries of 
the mineral article has made the trade no longer 
remunorative, or, ut least, much less an object 
of pursuit, The ship referred to was the West 
Wind, commanded by Oapt. Parker, who met 
with a most perilous adventure during his cruise, 
and which came very near costing him bis 
life. Under the most favorable  circum- 

the occupation of the whaler is ons 
of great danger aod physical trial, and very few 
ships ever return to port without losing one or 
more hands by the ordimary exigences of the 
service. ! 

It seems that Capt. Parker was out from his 
ship, with a boat’s crew, chasing a whale, and, 
having fastened his harpoon to the creature, it 
dived, as usual, and the line, coiled in the bows 
of the boat, began to run ont with lightning 
speed ag the meuster sunk to the extreme depth 
of the ocean, At this critical juncture Capt. 
Parker went to the forward part of the boat to be 
sure that there was no twist in the rope to pre- 
vent ita working clear. Tho line was running 
out with such rapidity as to cause smoke to arise 
from the woodwork of the boat, and the Captain 
threw water, as is the custom, upon the spot. By 
some unlucky lurch of the boat he was canted 
from his tion, and he naturally threw out bis 
left hand M4, Fp er himeelf from falling ; but, 
in doing so, he npfortunately placed it 80 that 
the rope coiled about his wrist, and be was over- 
board and out of sight ia an instant, 

He was perfectly conscious while he was rush- 
ing down, bead foremost, and with an incredible 
swiftnéss, and it appeared t¢ him that his arm 
would be torn from the socket, so great was the 
resistance of the water. During these awful 
moments he was well aware of his perilous sit- 
uation, and that his only chanee for life was to 
eut the line. But how could he do this? He 
could not move his right arm from his side, to 
which it was so closely by the force of 
the element through which he was being drawn. 
The pressure on his brain grew more and more 
terrible, and a roaring as of thunder, sounded 
in his gars. He opened his eyes for a single in- 
stant, aod it seemed as though a stream of fire 
was ing before them. And sow came that 
inevitable activity of the brain which character- 
izes all such perilous situations, where one’s 
whole life seems to passin review in an instant 
of time. But the Captain was a very practical 
man, cool aud courageous always, and conse- 
quently still self-possessed. 

He began to struggle with an his muscular 
power to reach the knife which be wore in his 
belt. He felt that he was growing weaker every 
instant, and it was now or never with him, 
though we should say, parenthetically, that what 
requires 80 long to describe occurred in time 
which was reckoned by seconds rather than min- 
utes. Oh, if he could but command bis right 
hand for one stroke upon that fatal line! Now 
his heart began to fail him. He did not abso- 
lutely despait, but his brain reeled, bis nerves 
to relax their tension, light and darkness 
appeared to alteruate before bis eye-balls, and 
his bead felt as though co essed in an irou 
vice. Were these his last momenta? He 
thought, in spite of the agonizing pain he en- 
dured, he would make one more brave effort. 

The line ong wert gad slackened for a second; 
he reached his kuife, and. as quick as thought 
itself, as the rope became taut again, the keen 
odge of the blade was upon it, and bya desperate 
effort of his arm it became severed. He was 
freed, and then commenced his upward passage, 
caused by the natural buoyancy of the human 
body. After this, he only remembered a feelidg 
of suffocation, a gurgling sperm, and ail waa 
over until he awoke to an agonizing pain of re- 
Viving cons¢iousness, in the arms of bis boat's 
crew. Truly, one of the most remarkable escapes 
from death on record.

AFRICAN EXPLORATION.

Am American’s Adventure and Life in 
Central African. 

: From the New York World. 

Gol. Charles Chaille Long, chief-of-staff under 
Col. Gordon in the army of the Khedive of 
Egypt, bas written along letter to Judge Daly, 
President of the Geographical Society, giving 
some further facts of African travel and explor- 
ation. His letter, which is dated at Gondekura, 
Oentral Africa, Oct. 20 last, says in part: 

“On the Ach of April I received an order 
from Col. Gordon to visit M’T ae at Uganda, carry 
him presents, and acquaint myself with the 
country. With a hastily-collected outfit, I started. 
I was armed with elephant rifles, and my two 
soldiers, Said and Abdel, with Sniders. I also 
had with me two servants. Thus 9 1 
began my journey, althongh the rainy season 
had commenced, and the always-diſheult route 
was made more dificult still. Fifty-eight days 
of painful marching, and I arrived weary and 
foot-sore anon the hills of Uganda. The palace 
ot the great African King M’ Ise faced me upon 
the brow of @ hill 500 paces distant. The roads 
before me were broad and well swept, The 
scene was pleasing. The mountains that stood 
between me aod the Victoria Nyanza, the vast 
banana forests from which the smoke ascended 
from countless *‘ Zeerebas,” the flat pestiferous 
mareh of Unyoro, were indeed novel sights to 
one like mé a victim in common with my 
soldiers to the jungle fever. The barbaric pomp 
and Circumstance with which M’Ise re- 
ceived me (‘the white prince’) was both 
ludicrous and cruel. He thought it a courtly 
honor. The next day, to complete the honor, he 
decapitated thirty of his subjects. M'Tse dur- 
ing these bloody executions oftentbmes displayed 
great feeling. When permission was given me 
to visit the lake and to return thence by Ripon 
Falls and by the river to Urondogani, M’I'se de- 
capitated seven more of his subjects, saying to 
me in broker Arabic, It is uecessary to do so 
because you wish to go by the River Nile; but it 
pains my beilv (heart) to kill them.” 

** M’Tse ws 85 vears of age, tall, and bears him- 
self every inch a Ling, o has a good figure. 
I can hardly reconcile his character with his bar- 
barity. 1 temained twenty-nine daye as the 
guest of M”’Ise, and my frequent visite to him 
were hon by the killing of eight or ten of 
his subjects on each occasion. Although thus 
eruel, I claim for M’Ise a higher intelligence 
than that showa by any otber African Prince. 

„My horse, the oniy one in Uganda, was an 
object of the greatest wonder to M’"I'se—of von- 
der and fear to the whole country; aud at the 
end of the expedition, notwithstandiog the ma- 
laria, he was yet sound. M’Tse’s manner towards 
me was one of marked consideration. In his 
presence I eat on @ chair—a princely honor there 
while his cnurtiers prostrated themselves be- 
foreme. After conversing with the King some 
time I tried to awaken some ambition in 
him, contrasting his rovaliy with that 
of the civilized world. 1 told him 
of brilliant pageantry, imposing  celebra- 
tions, dazzling festivities, and made him vora- 
cious for these wonderful things. M’Tse said to 
me, finally : 

“*All that I bave is yours if you make me 
great Kine. I want a carriage and a horse.’ 

By talking sach grandeur to him I got him 
to consent to my propositions. He, however, 
vesisted my desire to return by the Victoria Nile. 
But I was stubborn, and ultimately, succeeded. 
On July 14, although suffering from long-con- 
tinued dysentery, I visited the Victoria Nyanvza, 
three hours to Murchison Creek. I was met bya 
thousand of M'Tse's warriors in canoes of bark 
of a native troe. sewed together and ornamented 
by the head aud antlers of the Tetel. The Na- 
garrah drum, accompanied by imitations of the 
crow, echoiug over the smooth surface of the 
lake made the occasion one never to be forgot- 
ten. Down Murcbison Creek and out upon the 
lake, I was escorted by this numerous suite. I 
found the lake twenty-tive to thirty feet in depth 
and from twelve to fifteen miles across. It 
might be douolé that distance. And although I 
visited the right shore I found no traces of ehells 
and no tide marks to disturb this one source of 
the Nile. 

1 bad intended to pass from the lake via 
Ripon Falls to Urondogani. Superstition and 
‘Afrikes’ were two strong counter-infinences, 
notwithstanding M’Tse had assumed that he had 
deeupitated the devils. I had to abandon the 
project and return to M’Tse, to whom I again 
made my adieux. I left for Urondogani the 19th 
of July. After much suffering I arrived, after a 
march of tweuty days, when, under ordimary cir- 
cumstances, it could be accompiished in three or 
four days. The native chiefs opposed me because 
I had closed the wall at Zapzibar and had re- 
Geived the aseurance of M'ITse that all ivory 
sheuid in future pass via Gondokoro and down 
tae Nile. When M Tse heard of my treatment. 
he offered to indemnify me to any extent, and 
promised to punish eeverely those to whom he 
had confided my safe conduct to the river. Afri- 
gan diplomacy did its utmost to deter me from 
my purpose to navigate the unknown Nile. I. 
however, seiged from the unwilling M’Tongolis 
two bark canoes, and at dawa of day on the 
tu of August, accompanied by my twe soldiers, 
two servants, and three childten, and presents 
from M"Pse, folded my tent and silently stole 


away. 

“On the Lith of August, in north latitude 1 
deg. 30 sec., p high mountain on mv right, I en- 
tered a largebasin or Jake. The bed of the river 
here loses itself. I was beset by storms and 
without compass. I was forty-sight hours strug- 
sling to nd my way in this lake, which is at 
least 20 to 25 miles wide, wholly unable to per- 
deceive land on either sido. Finally,

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Taking Down a Peg. 
From the New York Temes. 

According to Rapin, the Saxons were addicted 
to drink, and used such immense cups that Kiog 
Edgar, to check this evil habit, ordered certain 

to be made in their cups, at a given 
height, above which they were forbidden to fill 
under a severe penalty. These were called 
beg tamkarde, and a peg tankard is now- 
adays a great treasure. A tankard 
had on the iuside a row of eight pegs, one above 
another, from top to bottom, It was a noble piece 
of plate, and ordinarily held 2 quarta, so that 
there was a gill of ale between each peg. Tne 
law was that every person who dtank was to 
open the space between pin and pin, so that the 
ping were so many measures to make the com- 
pany all drink alike. ‘ This,” says an authority, 
‘*was acontrivance for merriment, and a pretty 
surg method of making all the company drunk, 
especially if it be considered that the rule was 
that whoever drank short of his pin, or beyond 
it, was obliged to drink again or even so deep 
as the next pin.” Consequently, in Archbishop 
Ausiem's canons, laid down at the Council of 
London, A. D 1102, priests are forbidden to 
drink to pegs.” The expression to take down a 
peg has its origin in this custom, theaving to 
abate a man just as the liquor is abated. At 
Braintree, m Essex, England. from which one of 
the earliest New England towns takes its names, 
customs which sprang from peg tankards lin- 
gered even into the present century.
